London, Uoo. S. — By a diapatch from 
Melbourne it is learned that the proposed 
oonfereoco between Canadian andAuatra- 
lian delegates, which Hon. Mr. Bowell had 
arrani;ed to take place at Ottawa in June 
next, for the purpose of diaouasing trado re- 
lations, haa fallen through.

Bead, minister of defense for \ ictoriu, will, 
however, viait Canada during tho winter, 
with tho object of arranging for reciprocity 
between the colonies.

London, Dec. 8. — Tho Canadian cattle 
trade has closed for the season. The total 
sbipmenta hive been S'2,(H7 head, a diminu- 
tion of 1 1,'2IS from last year a ligurea. The 
decreaae is attributed to the iiiibargo en- 
forced by the Hiiliah Board of Agriculture 
against Canadian cattle. 

(Gorman Mine and Tobacco Tiixcs. 
ISniii.iN', Dec. 7. — The purty leaders in 
the Reichstag have decided that the diaoua- 
aion of the new wine and tobacco taxea shall 
be postponed until after Chriatmaa. Tlie 
minor commercial treaties will be read for a 
second time on Deo. 12th, and a third time 
on Deo IS. The Reiohatag will adjourn on 
Deo. 16th for the Christmaa holidays and 
will reassemble Jan. 9. The bill for tho 
additional taxation of Bourse transactions 
has been referred to a committee of twenty- 
eight who undoubtedly will adopt it as 
framed by the government. 

Italy's nisalTectetl .tllnlstcrs. 

Rome, Deo. 7. — It transpired this even- 
ing that tho four disaffected membera of tho 
Zmardelli cabinet are the Ministers of 
Marine, Foreign Affairs, War and the 
Treasury. All four withdrew from the 
cabinetj and immodiatoly afterward the 
Premier renounced the King's mandate to 
form a ministry. 

An Alnmlnnm Teisel^ 

Paris, Deo. 7. — The aluminum yacht 
Vendenesse, built for Comte Cbabonnes, 
was launched yesterday at St. Denis. Thia 
is the first vessel to be constraoted entirely 
of this metal.

Mello Saya Ho Hopes the Couflict 
Will Bo Over in About 
Teu Days. 

Rio DE Janeiko, Dec. 8.— The corres- 
pondent of an American newspaper inter* 

viewed Adndral Mello, of the rebel fleet, on 

November 2G, in which tho admiral said ; 
" I want to repeat that it never waa my in- 
tention to restore tho monarchy. The ma- 
jority of Braziliuiia are opposed to it. My 
aole object waa to rid Bro/.ll of tho military 
despotism wbioh now threatens to prevail. 
Daring the early days of the revolution I 
hoped to receive aid from persona on shore. 
They deceived me, however. My aspira- 
tions aro for the liberty of all tho people, 
and not for peraonal gains. The same senti- 
ments actuate all my adherents, 

"I want to deny emphatically that tho 
J a vary was sunk by shots from the forts. 
Tho sinking was owing to her springing 
u leak, caused by the Qonoussion resulting 
from the continuous firing of her heavy 
guns. Her gunners were unable to use the 
hydraulic loading gear, which had become 
disabled, and Were obliged to load 
by hand. I think the powder charges 
u6od two daya before the sinking wero 
too heavy. The J a vary had been leaking 
for two weeks, and the pumps wore con- 
stantly in use. Tho ship waa old and was 
not well taken euro of. No repairs had 
been mado on her. It was cowardly on tho 
part of the shore troops to fire on my boats 
when they wero reacuing the men from the 
Javary, It waa barbarous, 

" I have the Aquidubuti, Republics, Jupi- 
ter and other armed steamers, wliich aro 
well fitted with guns ; we have ammunition 
on board to last aeveral months, while there 
is no lack of fresh food received daily. 

' My hope at present ia that; tho conQiob 
will bo ended in about ten days in some 
docisivo way. Perhaps I shall take tho 
Ariuidaban, which is able to steam 11 
knots an hour, tho Tamadadoro and sev- 
eral other steamers, and endeavor to force 
a passage uoroes tho bar, I feel that my 
comrades on tho foreign naval ships aym- 
pathizo with mo, Tho action of the foreign 
government in permitting President Peixoto 
to buy ships is perfectly legitimate. With 
tho Aquitiaban and the Republioa I don't 
fear a tight with any ships bought in the 
United States." 

Washinoton, Dec, 8.— The South Ameri- 
can mail which reached hero yesterday 
brought copies of La Presa, tho leading 
newspaper of Buenos Ayres, contoiuing an 
account of an extxsordinary incident in 
the harbor of Rio. The account cays 
Dr. Barboaa, the Brazilian senator who 
has been spending some time at Buenos 
Ayres, was a. suspected sympathizer of 
Mello. The authorities of Brazil decided to 
arrest him when he should arrive on the 
British steamer Magdolena at Rio. Upon 
the arrival . of the Magdalena an 
effort waa made to get him on 
a warrant by Feixoto'a agents, bub 
Captain William M. Lang, flag officer of 
tho British squadron in the harbor, board- 
ed the Magdalena with fifty armed men 
from H.M.S. Siriup, accompanied by a 
rapid-fire gun, and n(jtitied tho captain 
of the Magdalena not to deliver Bar- 
boaa to the Brazilian aiilhoriticB. Peix- 
oto's officers then retired. Tho Govern- 
ment, however, forwarded an order for 
Barboaa'a arrest at Baliia, Barbosa's na- 
tive atato, to which he was en route, and 
sent two secret agents on board the voaael 
to keep Barbosa in sight. Ho finally de- 
cided to return to Buouoa Ayres, and found 
his way back in safety, Hia family and 
also tho friends who called on him 
in Rio are now in jail. He aayu Brazil 
has made a secret loan of $7.^,*100,000. 
The situation haa been uniihangcd sinco 
tho departure of the Ai|iiiduliiin. Firing 
between the forta and between the inaurgent 
vessels and guns on Fort Nictheroy still 
continues dnily. The insurgents have been 
forced to anchor further from shore. 

Admiral Stanton waa at the Navy depart- 
ment again to-day. He saya tho quarantine 
station where tho Aquidaban liea ia forty 
miles west and south of Rio. The dis- 
patch of Minister Thompson to Secre- 
tary Gresham, reporting Mollo's arrival 
there, stated that Mello had gaoked the 
quarantine station, after which he bad sailed 
away in a southerly direction. Mello's de- 
parture for the South is believed here to be 
u mere blind to hide his real purpose of pro- 
ceeding to the open ocean north of Rio to 
intercept and give battle to the Nictheroy, 
now nearing that port.

tEo the Editor of the Times : I oravo space 
in your ooluuwa to correct a few of the in- 
acoaraoies, and to supply some of the oinis- 
aioiu, as far as my own remarks are con- 
cerned, of your report of the workingmen's 
meeting held in the City Hall on Tuesday 
last. 

I did not take credit for the lien act : 
that is to say the lien act which is now ou 
the statute book — far from it. What I did 
say was that from 188S to 1891 tho Province 
had an excellent and workable lion act, 
one which had been prepared witli gieikt 
care, and under which liens could bo and 
were enforced ; that this act had been in- 
troduced by me, but unfortunately for 
the workingmen the liidepeiidentB (posing 
as their champions) hiul Buecceded in por- 
Buading tho huuau to lepcul the oliiaient 
and worUiible mcniaure, and to aiibsiituto 
. for it a stiituto under which lieiia could not 
be enforced, und which wna ii Bnurc to 
thosn relying on ita iiroviaiona. Tho in- 
Btnuces of legialcitiou ul benefit to the work- 
iugnioii which I inatiuiced were the net 
Bccuring to the wivge-enrner three ihonthb' 
wiigej in preference to the riglita of un exe- 
cution creditor, und the eoiployers' li-ibility 
act, Bcouriug to the \\ orUinginun eonipenBH- 
tion aguinat his cniphiyer in cuae of peraoniil 
injuries duo to the negligence of the em- 
ployer or to others employed by him. I 
alao alluded to the succeaaful lioiinciul policy 
of tho government under which the [)roviiice 
Oiin secure money ut '.]\ per cent, und so 
open up public work:i, und lluia giv(! em- 
ployment to the workinginiui, und 1 in- 
Btunoed the cuse of the ne'.v governn.ent und 
parliunient buililiiig.-), fiirniahing work for 
large numbers of workingmen for ii long 
time to come, and which work could 
never have been undertaken but for the 
Bound condition of Provincial lioancoii. 1 
might alao hiivo alluded among other thing-! 
to the expenditure of large Biiina lusi full 
and winter by the (lovernment both in New 
W'estminater diatrict and hd-e upon rumls, 
undertaken ut that time for the exprc^a pur- 
pose of finding aomething to do when 
work wua acurci^ : of '.he ucl 
creasing the piiy of jurymen to 
per day ; of the act for the establishment 
of a Provincial home for the nged and in- 
firm ; of tho several public works fnruishiug 
employment to hundreds of moo, none of 
which could have been undertaken had not 
the Government raised the credit of the 
country to its present liigh plane. 

AYhat I said about single lux was this 
that I believed in exempting in.provementa 
upon land from taxation, und lliat I had 
carried my views upon ihia i)oint into exe 
cation by introducing und puaaiug an amend- 
ment to the municipal act providing that it 
should not be competent to estimate itn 
provements for the purpose of taxation at a 
higher rate than '>0 per cent, of thiiir value. 
The law as it existed before this amendment 
merely empowered tho council of a munici 
pality to exempt the improvementa ; my 
unienilinent niudu itobligutory upon th'-'ii 
exempt to the extent of ,")U per cent, at 
least. At tho time of bringing in the 
amendment I advocuted entire oominilsory 
exemption. Tho House adopted tho prin 
ciple of exempting up to 50 per cent. only. 
Tho following is an excerpt from the law as 
it now atanda ; 

" Improvements shall not be eatimated 
for tho purpose of aaaessment in excess of 
fifty per cent, of their value, and it shall be 
Ikwful for the council of any nuuiioipulity to 
puas a by-law either exemptiug improve 
meats altogether from asaesament, or else 
providing that improvements ahull be aS' 
seaaed ut a rate i)f lesa than fifty per cent 
of their value, but this section shall not 
apply to real property held by any railway 
company." 

I did not declare unconditionally for the 
principles of aingle tux, iia you represent nio 
t" have done. 1 am not aulliciently master 
ijt the subject to adopt the princijiles of the 
single tax people nor to deny them, further 
than to say that in exempting improvements 
upon real estate from taxation I am wholly 
in accord with their views. 

Your report says that I got angry and lost 
my temper. It would be a matter of but little 
moment if such had been the case, but tlu 
fact is I could never wish to ba more per 
fectly in command of my faculties and tem 
per than at the meeting on Tuesday even 
inf;. You must not mistake a little enthu 
siasm in debate for anger or bad temper. 
O hers do not. Tbeodoke Datib,

BOILED FISH. 

To TUK ICiiiToit :— N\ hy is it that we do 
not get tidh decently boiled in liritish Col- 
umbia When J tirat arrived in the coun- 
try I laid the bliune on the liah, but I 
humbly bjg their pardon, it should bo ap- 
portioned to the cooks. Take, for instance, 
a salmon ; what a beautiful ailvciy object it 
is in nature, but look at it after it hua left 
tho hunda of u li. C. cook and appears on 
tho table, a flabby, watery, tuateleaa muss, 
with the beautiful silvery skin removed ami 
replaced by some mottled decoction of eggs. 
1 always paea Siilmon or uny boiled tiah by 
at a dinner p^rty, and 1 have at last dis- 
covered the oauao of their naatineaa from 
a lady friend of mine, who conlided to me 
that it ia the cujlom in liritiali Colund)ia 
to boil fjah by putting them, in tho first 
inatunce, into ruld iral,.r. That ia (|uite 
enough, und accounts for everything. Let 
me beg her aud other liousowivea to boil the 
next uahnon alie or they may buy aa follows, 
and tlicn when her or their huabanda have 
partaken (if it, to watch the satisfied smile 
on hia or their countenances ; 

Take a aalmmi, or part of a aahnon, wipe 
it clean with u dry cloth. Take the kettl 
in which the tiah ia to bo boiled, und put 
into it just enough water to cover the aal 
nion, not more, and add a little salt und : 
little vinegar. Put tho water on to boil 
und irJuti it boils, not hifure, put in tlu 
ti-)h. Then put the kettle sujliciently on tin 
aide of the stove lo that the contenla aim 
nier, l)ut do not boil violently. When 
the linh ia cooked tuko it out, let it drain 
and .'ierve It up at once on a napkin. I'ut 
some of the water in which the fish has been 
boiled in a sauce boat and send it in with 
tho fish. Then H. C. salmon will get their 
due. 

Uther finh should be boiled in the same 
way. It should alao be remembered that ii 
frying fish they should be sent to table the 
moment they are cooked. If they are set 
on one side, us is too often the case, especi- 
ally by Chinamen, the flavor of the fish is 
lost, and they become tasteless and flabby. 

Vegetable should also be boiled by putting 
them into boiling and not into culd water. 
A little salt added to the water iniprov 
thoni. Roots should on no account bo cut 
or scraped before they are boiled. They 
should bo well washed and scrubbed and the 
skin removed iifi' r boiling, otherwise they 
"bleed" and all tlio flavor rnna out of tl'.em 

How of an we see cabbigea, Hrubsels 
sprouts or caulillovverR sent nj) to table in a 
nautical condition (lloaling in water), taato- 
loia, indigestible food. They have probably 
been put into ri./i/ water to boil and have 
been allowed to remain in tho water after 
they an. boiled instead of being ut once 
taken out, drainal, pressed gently and aeut 
10 table. 

Forgive me, dear cooks, for reflecting on 
your powers and do try my receipts when 
next I come to dine with you.

A KNIGHT OP LABOR'S OPINION. 

To THE Editor :— The presentation of the 
resolutions by the delegates of labor to the 
Provincial Government, in your city on tho 
25ch ult., and the reply of the executive de- 
clining to accede to the demands contained 
in some of the reaolutiona owing to their 
dictatorial and unjust discriminations 
against unorganized labor and the public in 
general, have given rise to a aovcre and un- 
just criticism of the reply of the Govern- 
ment by the morning paper of this city. It 
ia more of a personal attack upon th 
Attorney-General than a fair criticism of 
the refusal of the Government to accept the 
arbitrary propositions of the delegates. In 
referring to the resolutions No.'s 1, 2, .'i and 
7, the predictions and fear of the leaders of 
the Knights of Labor in the early days of 
the organization in this Province are signally 
verified. It was the tendency of labor 
organizations in endeavoring to remove the 
evil of capitalistic power to become more 
despotic and arbitrary in their own actions. 
That the Department of Labor Statistica 
should be entirely composed of members of 
labor unions is unreasonable in the extreme. 
The intelligence and honesty of all unorgan- 
ized luljcr are ci|Uul lo that of organized 
uiiiona. It ib also more unaelfiah. It ia 
made up from llio general public who have 
to earn their daily bread whether it ia with 
the pick and shovel or tho pen. To dictate 
who ahould bo appointed lo positions in the 
Bureau of Labor ia aelfiah and arbitrary, 
displaying a desire to monopolize on the 
part of organized labor, to the detriment of 
all others. Organized labor is mostly 
made up of akiUed labor, but never 
thelosH there uro largo numbers of 
skilled machanics who decline to join any 
organization and though strongly upholding 
tho right of labor against tho encrouchnienta 
of capital, thoy condeni tho arbitrary actions 
of tho labor unions who demand through 
their walking delegate tho discharge of any 
man found engaged on any work who does 
not belong lo a union ; ho may ho a new 
nrrivul or bo struggling for the subsistence 
of his family, or he may bo independently 
inclined aa rogurds organization, and though 
working for tho usual rate of wagoa of his 
calling, ho is by order of tho walking dele- 
gate diaoharged or tho inatant withdrawal 
of all union man on the aamo work 
is ordered. Ia not such action tho 
most tyranioal and arbitrary ? Yet many 
instances have occurred in Vancouver and 
Victoria. The reply of the Government to 
the resolutions presented at tho conference 
was eminently correct, and shows a desire 
on their part to carry out tho provisions of 
the Labor Uurean Act in an impartial and 
just manner. Your correspondent has been 
lor the most of his life mining, lumbering 
and railroading, and engaged in varioua 
other occupations whero manual labor was 
required, oa well as being a Kuight of 
Ltbor. As a oonaeqnenoo ot his experience.

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TO HUNT FOil FLOUR GOLD. 



Secret of the Jlidsiou of the Yacht 
Gracie Kelitz to This 

IslilUll 



The Expedition Fully Equipijcd lor a 
Scientifle Search for 
Gold. 

Seattle Telegraph : The secret misaion 
of the yacht Gracie Felitz hss been told. 
After several weeks of niyetprious preparu- 
tion the pennant yacht of tho Seattle Yaclit 
Club heaved anchor a few diiya ago nod luid 
her oourao to the North, on what was given 
out at the time to be a hunting trip to the 
wooded shores of the Georgian gulf and tho 
Southern Alaskan coast. As tho yacht 19 
now fairly on her journey and safe from in- 
quisitivfl questioning, the story is given 
away, and proves to be no hunting expedi- 
tion at all, at least not one after animal 
game. The five members of the expedition 
are Hushed with tho expectation that when 
they return the Gruoie Felilz will have 
aboard pold galoio. 

On liio bara of tho northern end of Van- 
couver ialmid lluur gold was lately diacov- 
ered in aucli <iuantilif3 that it is bulievcd by 
thcao men will pay for workiiif;. Willi iliia 
idea in view tho expedition aailed uwny and 
its members are prepared to put in two or 
three of tho hardeat inontha' work of their 
lives if tho returns give enoouragemont for 
continuing. They uro well etjuippcd for 
tho woik, not alone in having a fut larder 
with plenty of camping paraphernalia, but 
with new-fangled machinery, which waa ao 
carefully and secretly guarded by ita niem- 
bera here that but one or two outaidu of 
those iutereatcd know uf ita e.xialcncc at ull. 
In addition ihc expedition carried 7.')pounda 
of quicksilver, with which to take up iho 
infinitesimal but mullitudnioua grains of yel- 
low ore. Tho membeia of the party are ; A. 
M. Towle, Kugenu I'etere, William New- 
man and son and J.imea Holconi, an old 
beach miner, who galhcrod bar gold on 
California's bira and ocean beach for 17 
years. 

The gold which tho expedition ia after at 
present is tho kind found in black sand and 
is extremely hard to gather. Tho old 
miner, however, liis a new invention which 
he ia hoping will' catch every niito of gold in 
tho bara of British Columbia. Thia machine 
bus never been tried, but tho old miner haa 
faith in hia theory and aaya it ia bound to 
work. It conaiata of the regulation sluice 
with quicksilver aa the detaining medium 
for the gold, and besides some indescribublo 
machanism, through whiob the sand is first 
run, there ia at intervals along the sluice a 
number of buckets or reoeptacles, into which 
the sand falla in ite career through the long 
box. In these- buckets ia placed tho quick- 
silver, and the action of tho water 
which rashes through the sluice churna 
•the sand and quicksilver together 
and allows the gold particles to 
como readily under the influence of tho 
quicksilver, while the sand is carried on 
along the sluice. The theory is that what 
gold partioules are not absorbed in the first 
bucket will be gathered in those further 
aloDg until there ia no more left in the sand. 
The old miner has it all figured out and haa 
bis machine regulated to permit water 
enough through tho sluice and with such 
power as to get tho proper churning, not too 
much and not too little. The machino ia 
capable of handling 15 tons of sand per day. 

Tho particular bar to where the expedi- 
tion is bound was discovered tho paat sum- 
mor by some membera of the crewa of the 
schooners Alcedo and Oaprey, who wore 
ashore, and they gave auch glowing accounts 
of it that t'lio Felilz expedition ia tho re- 
sult. 

So much confidence waa entertained in 
the genuineneea of tho find that Tomale k 
Wilcox towed their boat building eatabliah- 
ment tiom tho water front and anchored it 
on a place of safety in L^uwuniiah river, and 
spent a lot of money rigging up the Fclilz 
and provisioning her for tho winter'a work, 
beaidea having tho machine for saving' tho 
gold made at great ojptnso. With thia 
machine they expect to aave ninety per 
cent, of tho gold pis ing through, while 
with tho old-taahioned rockcra liut one- 
seventh or one-eighth can bo scoured. The 
exact location of tho bar is on tho extreme 
northwestern coiner of Vancouvtr Island, 
but the Felitz took tho inside paasago to 
reach her destination.

Ho was also interested in 
many other financial enterpriaea, which paid 
him largo dividcnda. Ho was eccentric, 
and lived in a little old house as a bachelor. 
Ho blasted that he had never married and 
never would, but several women turned up 
after hia death, and they all awore to hav- 
ing been married to bim. Apparently he 
loft no will. John A. Davis, a brother, 
applied to bo appointed ailminiatrator. 
Henry A. Root, a nephew, fought against 
tho appoinimeni, ami carried the case to 
the Supreme Couit. On the day before the 
argument in the Supreme (^ourt a will waa 
diacovered. It loft all of Andrew J. Davis' 
wealth to hia brother John. Immediately 
a number of aiatera, nephews and 
nieoea of tho dead millioniiiro pro- 
nounced tho will a forgery. ^ They 
conteated it on that ground and aaid there 
waa a couepiracy between John A. and 
Krwin Davia by which these two brothera 
would get all tho n)oney. There were many 
triala over the caae, but no deciaion waa 
over reached. \Yhilo thia waa going on 
John A. Davia died from a fall down the 
stairway at tho Driard house, Victoria, and 
pending these contests a neutral, Janiea A. 
Tailjott, of Butto City, haa been appointed 
special adminiatrator. 

Through her counsel, Walter S. I^ogan, 
Mra. Sheffield begina by naming nineteen 
heirs of Andrew J. Davis, including her- 
self. Mrs. Sheffield in her petition claims 
to have diligently searched for a will of 
Andrew, but was unable to find one. As a 
niece and heir, therefore, she aska Surro- 
gate Ransom to appoint her administratrix. 
Answers to this were filed by attor- 
neys for contestants last Friday. In 
these they say that tho millionaire 
left an instrument purporting to be 
his last will and testament, and 
that Mrs. ShcHield resisted tho probating of 
tho will. They say she waa perfectly aware 
of the will's exiateuce, and that she had no 
financial ability, and has assigned her claim 
to the estate to Erwin Davis, and that 
there is a suit ponding againat Erwin Duvia, 
brought by the apecial adn)inislrator to re- 
coTRr the amount duo upon four promissory 
notes made by Erwin to Andrew Davia, ag- 
gregating f4:!G,00(l, on which suit the inter- 
eat of Krwin in Andrew's estate has been 
Attached. 

Tho apecial administrator, they allege, 
also holda a similar note made by Krwin to 
Andrew for S10O,UU0, which is payable 
January 1, lS9t, and that Mrs. Shi-tlield'a 
suit is at Krwin'a instigation that either 
may be appointed administrator in New 
York. She, they allege, will then institute 
some sort of proceedings against Erwin 
Davia for tho purpose of defsatlng tho suit 
brought againat Krwin by the special ad 
ndniatrator in Montana.— Now York Herald

AN INOENIOUS AROUMBNT. 

The outcry against tho Wilson tariff bill 
ia loud aud unceasing. Tho industries that 
have for a long time been enjoying a very 
high degree of protection do not relish the 
prospect of being deprived of their privil- 
eges. They, and the newspapers in their 
interests, are trying to make the public be- 
lieve that tho removal of tho high protoctivo 
duties will bo an injury to tho people. They 
contend that, when the tariff ia reviaed on 
the linea of the Wilson bill, great industries 
which now give employment to thousands 
will languish, if they do not die outright. 
They maintain tliat one of the conec- 
q iences of the proposed tariff legislation 
will be to inoreaso to an indeQnito extent 
the great army of the unemployed, and con- 
aequently to put a atop to the prosperity of 
the nation and spread want and misery over 
tlie whole country. 

The coal mine owners of the East and tho 
South take this line of argument in order to 
prevail upon members of Congresfi to vote 
against placing bituminous coal on the free 
list. The way in which the advocates of 
tariff reform meet these representations ia, 
to Bay tho least, ingenious. They exaniino 
the trade returns and find that tho United 
States haa been exporting bituminous coal 
for many years, and sending it to markets 
in nrhich it haa to compete with 
the ooal of other countries. If, they 
argue, American coal can compote 
BucoeaafuUy with Canadian and Kngliah 
coal in the markets of the Wcat ladies, 
what ia to hinder it competing with greater 
success with coal from those countries in 
the United States market? They show, for 
instance, that the exports of coid from the 
United States during the lust three years 
have been considerably greater than the im- 
ports. Hero are tho ligurea :

American coal iu tho foreign market has 
no protection, yet it ia found proiilable to 
export coal from the United States. That 
the trade ia a prosperous one ia proved from 
the fact that it goes on increasing from year 
to year. In lSS(i the United States ex- 
ported only ;j.'i2,.S l(i tona of soft coal ; in 
1893 it exported l,773,5.j(i tons. That ia in 
the abort term of eight yeara the export 
trade of bituminous coal increased consider- 
ably more than three fold. What does an 
industry which can force its way like thia in 
tho open markota of the world want of pro- 
tection '.' Since it can hold its own outside 
tho United States without proleotiou, why 
should it be foatered at the expense of the 
people within the boundaries of the United 
States, It ia, wo must admit, very difBoult 
to answer this qucatiun to the satisfaotion 
of the intelligent American taxpayer. 

Then it is shown that thoro are industries 
in dilVorent parts of the United States that 
would be greatly benefitted If thia raw 
material of manufacture, coal, were ad- 
mitted into the country duty tree. The 
Now York Times, which favora liee soft 
coul says : 

" New England'a natural und moat 
accessible source of supply is tho 
mines of Nova Scotia. The New Bog- 
land States have no bituminous supplies of 
their own. Now England manufaoturera 
work at a disadvantage, so far aa coul ia 
concerned, as compared with the manufac- 
turers in soft coal States, whether they ob- 
tain coal from Nova Scotia or from Mary- 
land and West Virginia. On the other side 
of the continent the manufacturers of Cali- 



fornia import soft coal from Britiah Col- 
umbia and Australia, and pay the tax, but 
the duty prevents New England from taking 
the ooal of Nova Sootla. .... The 

question is, ought tho New England manu- 
faoturera to bo compelled by law to buy the 
coal of Maryland and West Virginia and to 
bo prevented from buying coal at a lower 
price from their natural and most accessible 
source of supply 1 " 

We do not see what the advocates for a 
protoctivo duty on coal can say to this argu- 
ment that the New England or tho Cali- 
fornia manufacturer would tenavd as reason- 
able. It will be seen from what we have 
quoted 'that tlio Amerloans hove in view 
their own iuteroata ulone in thia buainess of 
luriir reform. Tho object of ita advocates 
ia to conviucu Anieri(;ana that the prosper- 
ity of their own country rcquirea a revision 
of the tariff. Wo think that with reapect to 
bituminous ooal, at any rate, they have 
iiindo out their case. They have shown 
that a dutv on ooal is not. needed for the 
purpose of protection, for a foreign coal 
trade liaa sprung up in which American coal 
can compele snceesafnlly with tho coal of 
other countriea ; and they have ahowu that 
the manufacturers of tho Now England 
States and California need foreign coal in 
order to carry on their busine.-a profitably.

dependent on them with bread to eat, is a 
very long story, but one that may bo studied 
with advantage by aelf governing coinmuni- 
tiea in which the conditioua arc soniewhia 
similar to those of tho Australian colonies. 
lUit the hungry masses are there, and there 
can be but little profit in theorising as to 
what brought them to that dcatituto con- 
dition, Tho first and great enquiry 
ia, how arc they to bo fed ? As 
is, perhaps, natural, tho men without 
work are looking to the Government 
for relief. In New South Wales it will 
not do to wait to inquire whether it is the 
function of the Government to find work for 
the people. The need ia pressing and hun- 
ger is never patient, nor ia it disposed to 
listen to argument on the nature und 
functions of Govornment. Tho unemployed 
in Now South Wales, despairing of relief 
from other sources, in the last days of 
October, sent a deputation to wait upon the 
Premier, Sir George Dibba. At the head of 
the deputation was the leader of tlio Oppo- 
sition, Mr, Reid. That geutlonian made a 
good use of his opportunity to convince 
th ose who heard him and those who should 
read his speech, that if he were at the head 
of tho Government all dilliculties would 
soon disappear, and in two or three weeka 
there would bo work and wages for all in- 
duatrioua men. It ia quite eviJent that the 
gentleman had the interests of tho party of 
which he was the leader more at heart than 
tho wants of the hungry men whom he was 
supposed to represent. 

What was wanted was work for tho idle, 
and it was wanted immediately. It would 
not do to destroy tho men's self reapect by 
making them paupers. Tho work must be 
real work, productive work, and not ahum 
work, created for the purpose of giving tho 
destitute relief. It aecma that largo appro- 
priations had been made for public works at 
the previous soasion of tho Logialaturo, but 
there was dilliculty in getting money, and 
tho Government was not prepared to go on 
with them at once. Many schemes were 
suggested, some of which might have been 
feasible, but they all required time to bo 
put in operation. ]!ut the need was urgent 
— tho men could not wait. They and their 
families must have aomething to eat with- 
out loss of time. Sir George Dibba' 
patience must have been sorely tried by the 
electioneering speech of the Leader of the 
Opposition, Hia poaition waa difficult enough 
without its being made more dillicult by the 
tricka of unscrupulous politicians. He nuigt 
have seen that any relief that he could pos- 
aibly give must bo merely teiiiporury, and it 
was necessary to take care that the relief 
ho could give must not be extended in 
such a way aa to demoralize tho re- 
cipienla. The only thing ho could do he 
did. He told the deputation that the works 
that had been sanctioned alioiild bo thrown 
open at tho earliest moment posaiblo. Thia, 
after all, must have been most unsatisfac- 
tory to the thiukiog men of the deputation. 
They must have seen that when the work waa 
done and the wages earned spent, the men 
would bo aa badly off aa over. Tho conver- 
sation ought to have convinced the men of 
the futility of depending upon Government 
for work. Tho Govornment Was itself de- 
pendent on tho people for the means of ex- 
istence. It produced nothing. Tho work 
it had to give was a help, but it could 
bo depended upon as a permanent source of 
employment by only a very few. 



THE NEW AMERICAN NA VY. 

Tho Govornment of tho United Slates haa 
of lato yeara expended a largo amount of 
money in building a navy. Not very long 
af7o American atateamon realized that their 
country waa perfectly helpless at sea and 
that its seaboard was utterly dcfonaclcaa. 
They made up their minds that thia ought 
not to be and aot to work to build and arm 
ships of war. Tho report of tho Hon, K. 
A. Ilerbort, Secretary of tho Navy, shovva 
what progress has been made in this neces- 
sary work. 

Sinco tho date of the last report nine ships 
of war have boon launched, whilu six have 
been completed, accepted and oommiasionod. 
The veaaela aa regarda material, workman- 
sliip and speed have been, in moat cases, in 
excess of the rciiuircments of the specifioa- 
tions. The sum giveu as premiums to tho 



builders ia proof of tho most subatantial 
kind of this, It amounts in the aggregate 
to $597|000, The vessels completed since 
March, 1885, coat §25,000,000. Upou those 

iu procesB of construction or ordered to be 
built there haa already been expended §27,- 
000,000. So our neighbors have spent since 
1885, in tho creation of a navy, for it ia vir- 
tually a creation, the very considerable sum 
of $52,000,000. They have now serviceable 
for war forty-one ships, fifteen of which are 
armored. In addition to these are aixty- 
ono vessels, mostly wooden cruisera, tugs 
and antiquated monitors rated as unser- 
viceable for war purposes. It will be seen 
from this that the United States ia not yet 
tt firat-clasii navul power, but tho Secretary 
of tho Navy ia not by any means satisfied 
with things aa they are. When tho ships 
under construction are ciiinpleted and fit for 
service, tho United Slatoa will have only 
four firat-olaas and two second-class battle 
ships, seven coast defenoe vessels and two 
torpedo boats. "If concentrated "the Chicago 
Tribune aaya, " these would bo scarcely 
ablo to create a diversion of an meniy's 
fleet, and, if scattered, would not furnish 
one vessel for tho defence of each city. An 
enemy with a fleet of battle ships could 
wreck cities while we wore capturing 
Bchonnors. Tho military value of a com- 
merce-destinying fleet ia easily overrate<l." 
Tlie United Slates, therL'fore, hIiouIiI not 
place too great ilcponileiioe on fast (.ailing 
cruisera. They may annoy an enemy but 
thoy cannot overwhelm bim. Besides, in 
theao days of scientific discovery, tho fast 
sailing cruiser of this year may be the slow 
sailing tub of three years hence.

minster Bead to the 
Jury. 



Stroebel's Letter to His Siatev— Mrs. 
Bartlett Tolls of the Cart- 
ridfjes Foiuul. 

The Aaaizo Court opened at ten o'clock 
yesterday morning, Mr. Justice Walkom 
presiding, for tlie, third day of the trial of 
Albert Stroebol, on the charge of the wilful 
murder of John Marshall near Huntingdon 
on the 19th of April. The feature of the 
day was the rciuiiog of the ovulenco given 
by the prisoner when recently ou trial at 
New VVeatminstor. 

Hon. Theodore Davie, Q.C, Attorney- 
General, opened the proceedings by citing 
authority in support of a contention over- 
ruled the previous day, that a witneus 
making in examination in chief a (lillorent 
answer to what was expected might have a 
previous deposition placed in his hands for 
the purpose of refreshing his memory ; and 
this authority also showed that where this 
was done and the witness persists in giving 
the same answer the question might be put 
in a leading form. 

His Lordship said that he had doubts in 
his own mind yesterday, but ruled on the 
safe side ; this authority, however, seemed 
to bo particularly clear, and he would allow 
the deposition to be read by the witness. 

William Blair was accordingly recalled, 
and read from his previous deposition tlie 
words : "The pritonor Stroebel had on a 
liglit pair of ahoea on that day." He said 
the oucuMiitanco had passed from liin 
ineinoiy until recalled by reading the depti- 
tiitioii, bu>, he now remembered thit the 
Btaleiiieut there made ia correct. 

Fraooia E. Black, atalion agent of the 
B. B. and IS. U. railway at Sumas City, 
teatided that Timothy Montgomery waa at 
hia houae on the I'Jth April, and remained 
there all night. IIo aaw ilontgomery about 
from time to time until about the end of 
May, when ho went north, reluridug again 
in October. Ilia oceiipiiliou while willi 
witneaa waa principally trapping. Mont- 
gomery frKjuently stayed over night at the 
station houae, but generally waa at wit- 
neaa' private riaidonco, where he waa on the 
night of I ho lllth. 

'rho Attorney-General put in the evidence 
given by the priaoner, Albert Stroebel, at 
the recent trial at Wealmiiiater, and 
to prove thia put iu iho box Flitcroft 
Evana, the cliioial atenographer who had 
taken down the evidence, and who now pro- 
ceeded to read from his stenographic notes 
while Hia Lordahip and the counsel com- 
pared the typo-written trunscripta, 

Mr. Morriaon objected to thia evidenco 
going in, on the ground that it being 
optional whether or not ho should put the 
accused in the box, it was not pruper on 
this trial to use the evidence given by the 
accused when a voluntary witness at a 
former trial. 

Hia Lordship overruled ^he objection. 
" Everything yon say here," he said, " may 
be used against you at any snbsequent trial, 
and everything your client has said in all 
the previous examinations can be stated 
now." 

The atenographer then proceeded, the 
reading of the notea occupying about three 
hours, and the transcript proving to be, aa 
His Lordahip expressed it, remarkably free 
from error. The prisoner's state- 
ment thus read was in substance 
as follows: Ho would be 21 years of age ou 
the r2th January next. He had heard the 
evidence of Blair, Porter and Baxter, all 
of which waa very true. After leaving Por- 
ter he determined to go tinning, ao he croaecd 
the ditch and turned to the right to get the 
salmon egga he had left the Saturday before 
100 yarda south of the trestle which waa 
oppoaite Marahall'a gate, and having next 
got tho rod, which in the morning he had 
thrown over tho fence into the high graai, 
ho went tiahiug in the ci^ek ou the west 
aide of the grade below tho wagon road. 
He Oahed for about two hours anil a half or 
more and quit before dark, when he eaine 
to a bridge which ho croaaed over to the 
railroad track, coming out opposite tho place 
where he uaed to live, known aa Stroebel'a 
old houae. He turned to tho right and met 
three n:en going north. He did not recog- 
nize or speak to them. It waa at thia time 
pretty dark. He walked with one footon the 
rail K.3 he alwaya did, and aa he turneil 
round to look back hia foot alipped od'und he 
fell, striking hia knee, hurting liimeelf ao 
that he stayed there fur about half an hour. 
Arriving at Suuiftii dbpoi. he sat down for 
ten minutes, and then walked home to the 
hotel. It was between 9 and 9:30 when he 
got there, for he was in fifteen or twenty 
lnliiuli.a before he looked at tho clock, and 
it waa then 0:.'iO. He had caught three fish, 
which he threw away after getting home. 
He mot -Miffl IJ.brtletl in the houae, and 
later saw Mra. lljrtlett, in the kitchen. 
They had made fiinof him for having been out 
all iluy and (jiily 'caught three fi.ih, and he 
threw th.e li.sli away ao lliat ho ohould not 
gii'e tho rest of them a chance to laugh. 
On th" way liome ho met somebody close 
l;y Harri.-ion atreet ; it might have 
been Warnnok : it waa ilark and ho was not 
well a( i|u,dii'e(l witti him, so he could not 
Biy. II:: hud known Lucaa for two or three 
yratfl. He did not remember having a con- 
vi-fHalion with l^ucaa on the 120th about the 
Marshall ulFair. Lucaa came over and 
aaked prisoner to go with hiui to jjoint out 
the Chinaman who had been to Marsliall'a 
tho day before, and ho did not remember re- 
marking iu answer that ho might ho taken to 
Woatminater if he oroaaeil the boundary into 
Huntingdon ; ho walked with l.uoaa up to 
the Chinaman's waahhouao and back. Aaked 
about the conversation with Lucas in which 
after being told that Marshall was aliot with 
a 44-culibre revolver, ho had rcmarkid 
" That lots me out, mine's a 38," prisoner 
said something similar to that had taken 
place. Thia waa between 3 and 4 p. m. on 
the 20th, and prisoner knew then that hu 
waa auspeoted of the murder, auspicion 
having heen thrown on him early in 
the morning. Lucas asked htm to 
show hia revolver so he went upstairs 
and got it. When he went for tho revolver 
ho looked for the cartridges and they wore 
gone. Afterwards ho and Lucas went up 
together, and priBonf=r looked for tho cart- 
ridges wlieru lie h.ul iiut them, in iuiiUt the 
(juill, under liio hind i:\du of the bed, but 
tlu^y founil noiu!. Mis. liartloLl had saiil to 
keep the revolver and carlridgea out of the 
road of tho children, in eonaoiiucnce of 
what happeiud on the Sunday before, when 
George Uillianl had Ihed u shot by acci- 
dent. He corroljorated the ovidcuco given 
by Mies Bartlett as to tho occurrencoa of 
tho day before the IDth. He had been, aa 
stated, writing in the hotel on the'_''Jiid. Ho 
did not renieml)er that, when Lucas aaked 
liim to go for a walk, ho bad aaid, "Lucaa, 
you have got iiie now." Tliey ivalked over 
to Huntingdon in the evening, and Lucaa 
aaked priaoner to go into the hotel and have 
a drink. Priaoner refused, and Lucaa said, 
"You took a drink with tno and Moreaby 
yesterday.", Lucaa inaiating, prisoner went 



in and drank some raspberry wine, Lucae 
taking whiakey. Prisoner did not 
remember Lucas asking if ho had 
not thrown the cartridges out of 
the window. He was arrested by 
Mr. Moresby as ho was oomiog out of the 
hotel. He admitted that aa he waa about 
to go to bed at the hotel where ho wna 
taken Into oustody be had begun to ory, and 
asked Mr. Moreaby " Will they let me sec 
my sisters before I am hanged?" He said 
thia heoaiine he had never been arrested be- 
fore, and thought he bad uo further chance. 
When he heard he waa suspected it out him 
pretty hard, because he was kind of related 
to Marshall, and ho felt as bad aa anybody 
about his death. He hod known Marahall 
for six or seven.years, and they were alwaya 
on friendly terms. Coming down with 
Moresby on the train on the 23rd, when the 
creek came into view on the grade he 
pointed with hia hand from the window and 
aaid, " There's wlioro I was Qahing." The 
train waa then running at 1!0 miles an hour 
or more. In hia evidenco Stroohol said he 
had kiiown lOyerley for three or four yeura, 
ami they were not ou very good terms, 
(juarrelling all tho time. Two or throe 
weeka before wlien prisonoriawas walking 
with Misa H irth^ttKjerley hud thrown apiece 
of briclc at him, at the aamo time calling 
him a hard name. The brick struck .Nlina 
Bartlett on the ankle and Stroebel started 
after hlyerley " to knock the face oil' him,'' 
Jeasu]) asaibting in the chase, which con- 
tinued for nearly half an hour. Kyerley 
kept ao far ahead that priaoner aaw tho 
chaae was uaeleaa, and he pulled out hia re- 
volver and fired two shots in tlie air. 
Priaoner admitted a con\ eraation with Cum- 
mingb in the jail, in wliicli, when Cum- 
ndnga aaid he had heard him lire two ahotG 
on the ISth April, priaoner Imd lold him he 
ahot at a slump. He did not remendier 
anything like tho alleged converaalioii iutb 
jail iu which he ia reported to have aaid to 
I'jyerley " All you have to do ia to say yoi 
don't know anything about it," but said h 
waa alwaVH saying to Kyerley to tell noili 
ing but ilie trulli. 1'he rcvoUer he got two 
or three' nionilis before the l!)..h April, from 
a fellow named Hill Rone, who left it to be 
sold for j? t after priaoner had lent him $J 
There were live cartridgea in it then. IIo 
did not think ho uattl it over twice himaulf— 
the time on tho hill and elown on Harrison 
atreet. Aa to tho converaalioii between 
Kyerley and Sohofield given in the evidei 
every word of it waa made up either by 
Schotield or tho boy. Ho did not ace 
Kyerley at any time ou tho day 
or the night of tho I'Jth April 
Ho denied that be bad told Eyeriey that ho 
had fired two shots on the 19tb or had 
given bitn money and said he would account 
for the shots in the morning. He thought 
he wore on that day fine laced shoes which 
ho had had for a month or six weeks- Ho 
knew Charles Moulton and had loat through 
him thirty acres of land and a lot in Van- 
couver. He had bought uo cartridges for 
the revolver, but got two from Mr. 
Bartlett at the hotel. He had found Bart- 
lett flourishing the revolver and took it 
from him ancl took two cartridges out. 
Soniotimea he would carry tho revolver and 
cartridges apart, in diU'erent pockola ; ho 
hardly ever carried it loaded. Ho did not 
know where Bartlett gut Ihe caitriilgea; 
they wore not priaoner'a. Theae made aeven 
cartridges in all that ho had. He fireel two 
on the hill when he chaaed I'jyerley. Thia 
waa live or si.K weeka before the I'Jth April. 

In his croaa-examin&tion by the Attorney- 
General the prisoner had slated, as shown 
by theae notea, that the two cartridgea ho 
fired ou the hill were those he got from 
Bartlett. The next time he ahot waa on 
the ISlh April, when he waa out w ith Miaa 
Bartlett. On tho Sunday when the boy 
fired tho revolver by accident there waa 
only one cartridge in it, aa priaoner 
hall emptied it tho night before, 
of all except the one cartridge 
which lilted tight. He put the other four 
on the quilt at the foot of tho bed. On the 
evening of the 19lh, after ho left Porter and 
;;ut his fishing red and salmon egga ho fished 
for two houra or two houra and a half, and 
(|uic fishing when it waa juat getting dark, 
lie had often gone fiahing in thia creek, but 
sometimes would not catch anything. What 
ho did catch he would take to Mrs. Bartlett. 
By occupation ho was a barber, and he had 
heen helping Lorrison in the shop. When 
ho was at Marshall's on the morning of the 
10 th be had played for a good while on a 
mouth organ he had bought tor the deoeaeed 
a month before. It was near 10 a.m. when 
the Chinaman came in, and while Marshall 
wont out to show him where to work, 
Stroebel remained at the bouse to look after 
the bread then being baked. He always 
carried hia stick because it waa a heap eaaier 
to walk with it. Ho left tho creek 
iu tho evening juat aa it was getting 
dark, and by the time ho struck the track 
the stars were sliiiung. Ho first fouiul out 
ho W!iS tfuapeoted from the aclinna of Lucia, 
and ho heird tha' I'oncr hi.d fM-nt a rumor 
round that ho had eonn biin v.-lih ri revol- 
ver on the previous day. Ito did iiol 
ronicmbcr telling Porter that ho got hnuu; 
between 5 and 0. Being ahown^a letter, 
priaoner would not aay whether or not it 
was iu his handwritirg, and he aaid he could 
not remember to whom he hud written on 
the 20th of April. Another with very 
aimilar writing he identified aa hia, but aaid 
one person might write very like another. 
Ho had been fiahing in the creek near .Mar- 
ahall'a house while .Marahall waa cooking 
dinner, but at tho preliminary examination 
ho aaid nothing about this because he waa 
not aaked. Though the charge of wilful 
murder hud been read to him at the pre- 
liminary examination on the 9th of May he 
hud answered, "I have nothing to say." 
At the coroner's inquest on the 21at of April 
he aaid nothing about having been lishing, 
though ho knew he was under suapicion at 
that time, and he told nothing about the 
three strangers whom, at the trial, he aaid 
he met on tho track that night. At the 
preliminary examination ho was acting 
under lawyer's advice, but ho had no lawyer 
at the coroner's iii(|ueat. 

\Vhen the reading of tho notes was ho- 
iahcd, the corrected copy of the prisoner's 
evidenco waa handed in. 

Hia Lordship took this opportunity to 
take exception to the constant use of the 
word "murder" in reference to the killing 
of Marshall, and said no one had tho right 
to refer to it as a murder until it had been 
proved to be such. 

The court adjourned at 1:15 until 2:30 
o'clock. 

John Bartlett, son of Mrs. Bartlett, of 
Sumaa, waa called when the court reassem- 
bled. He remembered the arrest of Stroebel 
by Mr. Moreaby. Witness bad handed to 
Mr. Lucas a piece of paper which he found 
lying on tho tahio in tho sitting room of the 
hotel ; Albert Stroebel had been writing 
and left it ihero. The ])aper was folded or 
rolled up about tho size of ,i person's linger. 
IIo thought it waa the <lay before priMun;: 
was arrested that ho m-.v him \c.iyi'. \hu 
paper. Witness handed it fo Mr. L c.,- 
who waa tho mar.sbal of Sum n, becau'.: n. 
aeemed to bo so aii.xious in acriipiiig up evid 
eiico. Aimther piece of paper priaoner pui 
in his pocket after writing on it. Stroebel 
had been keeping company with witness' 
sister Lizzio ; so ho heard when u few dayu 
beforo tho murder he came home from up 
tho'lino of the Groati Northern.

On the juur de ^"^•nnss,■l!;■o tlii-ro v.-i-re 
sonio Ulo.st elegant costumes worn by 
the flower of la belle France, and I clmsi' 
three costumes to illnstnite tho thn e 
fancies, each j^i-eatly modified from tin- 
original. Onu had a mauve satin ducli- 
esso skii't, with a t.iblii r ovoi-skirt of 
pearl {,'ray bri ladi'lni U. with llirrr bias 
folds arounil the front.

7-— Although Miss 
Frances E. Willard is still confined to 
her room in tho Eottlish country home 
of Lady Henry Somerset, she is still as 
metally vigorous as ever ond just as 
active in developing new ideas for tl\o 
temperance oause. In letters just re- 
ooived, she urges that tho friends of temper- 
anoo ahould at onoe take steps for dcnion- 
i Btration In every, olty, town and village of 
th6 oodntry on JMaroh 20th next, which will 
be the 90th birthday of Gen. Neal Dow, 
of Maine, father of the prohibition move- 
ment. 



Croaa examiiieil, witness said tliAt on the 
night of the IDth April witii'jsa aaw the 
priaoner pasbiiii; iliroiiHli the hallway of the 
hotel about l):.'il) o'clock while he wua silting 
with hia fat her in the uliice. He diii not 
romeuibcr v.hctlicr or not hia father hud 
gone out afterwards that night to a siiloon 
nearly ; bis father was in the liabit of fre- j 
(juentiug saloons. He could not any wlu tlior I 
or not Ills fiither was unlier on this night, i 
He Imd c.iught twentj lisb in lialf an hour 
iu the creek runniDg near Marshall's. 

Ke e:(ainineil by Mr. Davie, witness aiiid 
it waa about a iiiiaith ago that lie did thia 
liahing. lie tnld of a great variety of ex- 
perience he hail liiid liahing, hut waa not at 
clear as to ilel-iila. As to the time when 
.Strocbel cmiio lioiiie, if hia father and 
mother said it waa 10 o'clock, tluit miglit be 
right ; be wua not aure. Witness had come 
hero iu response to a subpicna by Mr. Mor- 
rison, eounael for tho priaoner. He miglit 
have talked with aoveral of the wituesaes 
aliout the evidence ho waa to give, but had 
had no talk with hia mother or with hia 
sisters on tlie auhjeet. The twenty trout 
ho mentioueil he brought home and cleaned, 
and they were conked by his sister, who lie 
supposed knew who had caught theui. 

In answer to a ((iieation asked liy n juror, 
witneaa said he hud read tho paper writlen 
by Stroobel which ho bad handed to Lucas. 
It was a letter to his sister about Marsliall'a 
murder, and .Siroehel wrote that lie was sus- 
pected of the crime. 

To Ilia Lordship witness said tliat when 
he lolil hia mother what he had done with 
thia piece of paper, she told him that he 
ahould not put hinisulf out for Lucas. 

David li. Lucas, maralial of Sumaa t'ity, 
was calUnl to jirove the document in i|uca- 
tioii. Ho identilied the pajior which had 
been under diacusuiou as that which the 
previous witness had handed to him. With 
seeming dilfioulty he reud it thus : 

"Snsus City, April 22, ISO.'i. 

""I have got myself Into a bell of a scrape. 
Old Marshall was shot here last Wednesday, 
and the people think that I did it, and I 
guess lha' they will take nie down to New 
Wcstminater and try me on tho jury down 
there. " 

When he got this document, Lucas read 
it and hauiled it over to Mr. Moreaby. The 
language was exactly the same, and the 
note that he got was in pencil v. ritiiig, just 
aa this is. Moreaby road it and handed it 
back to the witness, who bad it until the 
7th of May, when the paper was handed 
into court. 

Mrs, Margaret liartlott, wife of Charlea 
Bii ; ilett, said prisoner had boarded at her 
hotel for five inontlia. She did not know 
that ho had been engaged to her daughter 
Liz-iie in April last. They went out a few 
times together, but the boy never spoke to 
witness about the matter. She had not ob- 
served any conduct between them which 
would lead her to suppose that they were 
engaged. She reiiieiiibered being aakcd at 
the Uat trial whether her daughter was en- 
gaged to anyone, and her answer that it waa 
talked over, and said now that it waa talked 
over by tho public, but .she Imd not heard it 
in her own family. She did not remember 
th'it, being UBked at the last trial to whom 
waa the irregular engagement to which ahe 
iiad referred, that she had answered, "To 
Mr. Stroebel." 

Hia Lordship horo remarked that the trial 
waa only a few weeks ago, and a woman in- 
terested in her daughter's welfare naturally 
would remember what she had stated on 
oftth then. 

Tile e.ijiiniinatioii continuing, w itneaa said, 
answering the Attorney (leneral, that she 
remembered the lilth of Ajiril, and that 
.Stroebel came home to her house at !) to. 
She identilied a document produced aa cue 
that had been signed by her, but said that 
she had told the Attoruej'-Gonerul at W est' 
minster that that document was all wrong 
and that she had told tho party who turned 
it in tliut it was idl wroiiL; and he had prom- 
ised not to turn it in. She signed it to gel 
rid of Lucas, who had frightened her into 
doing it by saying that if she did not she 
would be locked up for nine or ten monthri 
in Vancouver j.iil. Witnesa was in the 
kitchen, wilh her daughter Li/./.ie, ulun 
Stroebel came home. Ho came into the 
kitchen, and her daughter haviim aalccd if 
he would have something to eat hu said no. 
WitnecB went to bed almost immediately, 
leaving them in the kitchen. Stroebel had 
nothing in his hand when be came in. She 
heard her daughter go to bed about 
half an hour later, imt before that 
heard her go into the hall to get him 
his light. She heard them talking in the 
hall. This waa abont twenty minntes after 
witneaa hud gone to her room. She heard 
Stroebel go upstairs. His room waa on the 
iippur lloor, No. Ifl. Hu got up the next 
day at the uauul time, about 7 o'clock. 
Witness made hi-i bed some .lime in the 
afternoon. .She fou-ut in the room two 
empty cat fridges and two load.-d oncH. 
They svere on the luallrcsa utnli'rneulb tlie 
bodclothca. She put them in her jjockel. 
On leaving tlie room she met ihe prisontr iu 
the hallway, and bufore she waa ail tho way 
downstairs he c-iincbick to ask if she hid 
the cartridges ; ahe then g.ive them all to 
hini. Fiudini; the cartridgea excited her 
suspicion against .Slroi.bel, for ''Ririlelt 
bad made aoiiie dirty threats in the Iuhiho ; " 
tho suspiciona wore not connected with tho 
death of iMarnhall. li'irllott had threatened 
to lay her out some time, ao alio told Stroo- 
bel to take care of the revolver and car- 
tridgea. She had not said anything about 
her feara at the last trial becatiae ahe was 
not naked. .She thought it waa tlus next 
day that Lucua came in and told lior that, 
nobody olao hut Stroebel could have done 
It, and of course ahe then became sus- 
picious. 

At "1:15 the court adjourned until 7:.'iO p m. 

After recoaa the examination of Mrs. 
lUrtlett wua resumed by the Attorney- 
General. The statements made in the docu- 
ment already referred to which she had 
signed were read to her one by onp, and she 
denied each one. Stroebel's remark "That 
lets me out; mine's u .^8," she said was 
heard by her daughter Li/,/,ic. The written 
statement whiob she now denies ends with 
tho declaration that she ia prepared to go 
into court at any time to swear to what is 
there stated. NVitueas said tliut she had 
held the lamp at Luciu' request while he 
searched ,^Stroobcl's bed and found the car- 



tridgea on the slat at tho foot, where ahe 
thought they might have rolled. The bed 
and muttresa ahe had given to Mr. 
Moreaby when lio camo to serve the sub- 
pa' loa for the tri il, and lie had taken ihem 
away with him. [The judge, jury and coun- 
sel here went into tho adjoining room to see 
the mattress and bed, which haji been set up 
there ] When they returned the witneaa 
wns questioned as to the tiuancea of the pria- 
oner. She dented that she had ever asked 
him about having money in the bank, or 
having heard from him thiib he cxpicted to 
receive money from Westminslor. A quea- 
tion as to whether she had not asked Itankor 
Loughreen, of Sumas, if a man could have 
money in the bank without having a book or 
something else to show for it, was objected 
to by counsel for the prisoner and overrulpd. 
The Attorney-Oeneral then asked, "Bid 
Stroebel over tell you that he expected to 
get money from New Westminster 2" to 
which ahe auswered "No." He then asked, 
"Did you over tell Mr. Lawrence, attorney, 
of Sumaa, that ho had made such a 
alatoinent to you?" Thia also was objected 
to, but the objection waa overruled on tho 
production of authority by the Attoruey- 
(ieueral. There was a lengthy contention 
on the part of Mr. Morrison that the.wit- 
ness had not been shown to bo adverse and 
thai tliercforo alie could not be examined iu 
lliia imiiiiier, but His Lordship said her 
position as an adver.-e witneaa had been fully 
and formally ealablishcd iiud admitted at 
llie outset wlicii on the pretence of not re- 
niciuboriiig she would not nnawer (piesti'-uia 
aa to important facts which alio had nicii- 
lioiipd a few wetka ago. The witness 
liiially ansvvcreil thai she did not remember 
having made any audi statement to Mr. Law- 
rence. She said ahe did not want to get her 
money out of Stroebel and get rid of him 
hociuian she Wiia frightened of him, and 
she had never told lliia to .Mr. Cariieiiter. 
She (leniLil lhal she had told Mr. liaxter, 
(Ui tho way liome after the preliminary ex 
aiiiinatioii at Westminster, that .Stroebel 
told her that ho hud not left the liahing 
rod in the Held, but that it waa hia re- 
volver that he had left on a stump ; this 
being in answer to a remark of liaxtcr'a that 
ho had not sucu a liahing rod in Stroebel's 
hands. 

Croaa-cxamined by Mr. Morrison, wit- 
ness said her liuaband Oharlea Ivirilcit was 
in Suinas on tho IBtli of A[iril and reinaincd 
there until June. He did not always atay at 
her house when in .Sumaa, and ahe could not aay 
whether or not he stayed there on tho night 
of the I'.lth. Ho had not lived at her houae 
since Juno. They have lived for about 
twelve years at Chilliwuck where she kept 
a boarding houae. In Sniiiua city the gen- 
eral reputation of U. li. Lucua was not very 
good, and witnesa would not believe him on 
oath. Ho keeps a hotel and sella milk. She 
did not know that ho Bella whiskey, but did 
know that ho drinks it. The money she ex- 
pected from Stroebel was 815 for board rep- 
rcaeuting about three weeks. It was not a- 
all unusual for him to be that much io art 
rears and she WAS not anxious about it. 
Ho was often out later than ten o'clock. 
She did not not-iee it particularly when he 
did not want supfier as he had come home 
lota of timcB wiUiont faking it, and somo- 
times would help himself. He had often 
brought fish home. She went with Lucas, 
at his request, one morning when he was 
looking for the cartridges. They went 
round by tho alleyway under Stroebel's 
window, and there Lucas pointed to two 
empty shells slicking up in tlie mud cloae 
together ftud said, " Do you aoo that ? It ia 
what I dreamed lust night." She noticed 
that the shells were very clean look- 
ing after being outside iu a wel 
week. Tho be{l in the room ad- 
joining tho courtroom looked like the one 
that Morctby had taken away, but the mat- 
tress wua tighter now than when it waa in 
her house, being so tight now that there was 
nol room for the blankets and sheets at the 
aide. She had ofteu aeen children firing oil' 
powder in the alleyway. 

Ke-oxamined by the Attorney-General, 
tho witness identified the signature of her 
daughter, ^lary Bartlett, to tho 
following declaration, also in the 
handwriting of her daughter, which 
waa at tho foot of tho statement ahe had 
aigned at Lucaa' request: "I have read thia 
to niy mother, and ahe is willing to awear to 
it and baa also signed it." She had been 
present at the altercation mentioned bet'.'. ceu 
tier husband and Strocbel about tho revol- 
ver, but .'.'lie could not aay abont what dato 
it iiccurred, whether il was six ilays or aix 
months before the IDlh ot April. She had 
not nienlioned it at the W'estminalcr trial 
beCiUiBC nobody u.sked her. Her daugntitr 
Lizzie waa also present. Il took place in 
the day lime, but at what hour, whether (i 
o'clock in tho morning or in the evening, 
she could not aay. Il was in tho spring. 
Spring comnienceil sometimo in March. 

A matter overlooked before waa here 
brought up by tho Attorney-tieneral, who 
asked : " Was Mr. Lawrence in town ut the 
limo of the death of Marshall ? " Thu wit- 
neaa answered that he wua not ; he was iu 
Seattle. The day after he returned to 
Suiiias she went to see him at his olfico. To 
the question " Do you know any more about 
thia affair than you have told to-day ?" the 
witneaa replied, " I can't answer that ques- 
tion. " She might have said to Lawrence, 
talking about what she had called " that 
dreadful uflair at Mursliaira," ".Mr. Law- 
rence, I know mor'-' ubout that iill'.iir lljaii 
you think 1 do." It was not bo ihul ho liiul 
said, " If you know anything about this 
alhdr il ia your duty to tell the )iroper 
authorities. " She had not replied to tiiis, "I 
don't care to for fear I should got lixed 
till) sHinc na Maraluill did." What did 
occur was this: She said ".Mr. Lawrence 
this ia a Icrrihlc thing that's going about. " 
He auid, " I haven't heard ; I have been 
to .Seattle. Tell ino all about it ; you iiuiit 
know aoiiielbing about this talk." I aaid, 
" I know all about the talk, but I am 
^.'oing to keep my iiioullj shut, aa there's 
talk enough now." That was uU that wua 
said. 

His Lordship commented upon the extra 
ordinary fact that according to this wit- 
ness ahe and Mr. Lawrenoe had talked about 
a mysterious matter suoh as thia without 
mentioning Marshall's name, and that after 
asking her for the information Mr. Law 
ronco wos satisfied with her strange 
anawer. " Ho (lucationed the witneaa about 
taking the cartridges from Stroebel'a room 
and not auyiug a word about having taken 
his property when she met him in the hall,

William Moreaby, warden of tho New 
Weatniinster jail and provincial countable, 
aaid bo had jjoue to Huntingdon on tho '20th 
of April. Ilo aaw there tho body of John 
Marahall, at hia front door, lying on hia 
back, with the head leaning up against 
the door poat. On removing a cover ho aaw 
u bruiee on the nose and also a wound on 
the forehead, evidbntly a bullet wound, for 
there waa a powder mark all around. At his 
left aide waa an old purse containing a §10 
note and some small silver coins, about forty 
cents. He Identified the purse, now pro- 
duced in court and itill containing tho 
niniiey.

He found on the 
body a few things of no value. He exam- 
ined the house and found everything in 
order. It did not appear to havo been ran- 
sacked at all. On tlio table there wero two 
platea ami two cupa and aauccru, uiul there 
were two chaira, ono jiartly turiieil over. 
It looked aa if two people bad been having a 
meal. Thero wero bread ami meat on the 
t'lble. In one of the bedroonia, under some 
sat-ka of |;rain a piiue eontaiuiiig f'JO iu 
bank uriUa wua fuuiid. The pur.ie, with 
the niiiney, waa tiere also produced. Four 
$'JJ pieceo in a buekakin sack were found in 
a cheat of tea on one of llie alielvea iu a 
little room otr t'le dining-room. A Win- 
chester rille, nol loinli d, svaa in tlio room. 
Tho body waa drtsaed in an old pair of 
boots, apparently used for alippcra, and 
working clotliPH. Ilo arrested Albert 
Slroeliel on the 'J'-'nd, and charged him with 
wilful iiiunlor.
